Applicants respectfully request consideration of the following 
amendments. Kindly amend the above-identified patent application as follows: 



IN THE CLAIMS: 

Kindly cancel claims 27-46 without prejudice. 
Kindly add the following claims: 



49. A topical composition comprising a penetration-enhancing effective amount of a 
penetration enhancing compos^r^^r^Sfig essentially of ascorbic acid-2-glucoside, 



Acrylates/C10-30 alkyl Acrylate cross polymer and retinol. 




50. A composition according to claim 49 wherein said ascorbic arid-2-gfucoside^ 
present in an amount of from about 0.2 to about 7% by weight 

51. A composition according to daim 50 wherein said Acrylates/C10-30 alkyl 
Aciylate cross polymer is present in an amount of from about 0.1 to about 1% by 
weight 

52 A composition according to daim 51 wherein said retinol is present in an amount 
of from about 0.075 to about 0.2% by weight 

53. A topical composition comprising a penetration-enhancing effective amount of a 
penetration enhancing composition consisting essentially of from about 0.2 to about 7% 
by weight ascorbic add-2-ghicoside, from about 0.1 to about 1% by weight 
Acrylates/C10-30 alkyl Acrylate cross polymer and from about 0.075 to about 0.2% by 
weight retinol. 

54. A composition according to daim 53 wherein said ascorbic acid-2-gfucoside is 
present in an amount of about 7% by weight 

55. A composition according to daim 54 wherein said Acrylates/OO-30 alkyl 
Acrylate cross polymer is present in an amount of about 0.25% by weight. 

56. A composition according to claim 55 wherein said retinol is present in an amount 
of about 0.075% by weight 

57. A topical penetration-enhancing and irritation mitigating composition comprising 
from about 0.1 to about 7% by weight ascorbic acid-2-gfucoside, from about 0.1 to about 
1% by weight Acrylates/C10-30 alkyl Acrylate cross polymer and from about 0.075 to 
about 0.2% by weight retinol wherein said penetration-enhancing and irritation mitigating 
composition effects a ratio of total retinol delivered to normalized irritation score of at 
least 13.5. 

58. A composition according to daim 57 wherein said ascorbic acid-2-g|ucoside is 
present in an amount of about 6.35% by weight 

59. A composition according to daim 57 wherein said Acrylates/C10-30 alkyl 
Acrylate cross polymer is present in an amount of about 0.25% by weight. 

60. A composition according to daim 57 wherein said retinol is present in an amount 
of about 0.075% by weight
